THE CENTRAL VIGILANCE COMMISSION ORDINANCE , 1999 

(No . 4 of 1999) 
Promulgated by the President in the Forty -ninth Year of the Republic of 

India . 


An Ordinance to provide for the constitution of a Central Vigilance 

Commission to inquire or cause inquiries to be conducted into 
offences alleged to have been committed under the Prevention of 
Corruption Act, 1988 by certain categories of public servants of the 
Central Government, corporations established by or under any Central 
Act, Government companies, societies and local authorities owned or 
controlled by the Central Government and for matters connected 
therewith or incidental thereto . 


WHEREAS the Central Vigilance Commission Ordinance, 1998 was pronulgated by the 
President on the 25th day of August, 1998 ; 


AND WHEREAS the said Ordinance was amended by promulgaljon of the Central 
Vigilance Commission ( Amendment) Ordinance , 1998 on the 27th day of October, 1998 ; 
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AND WHEREAS the Central Vigilance Commission Bill , 1998 to replace the aforesaid 
Ordinances was introduced in the Housc of the People on the 7th day of December, 
1998 but has not yet been passed ; 


AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances cxist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action to give 
cffect to the provisions of the aforesaid Bill; 


NOW , THEREPORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clausc (1) of article 123 of 
the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgatc the following Ordinance: 


CHAPTER I 
PRELIMINARY

1. (1 ) This Ordinance may be called the Central Vigilance Commission Ordinanoc , 
1999 . 


(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 25th day of August, 1998 .

(c) " Commission " mcans the Central Vigilance Commission constituted under 
sub - section ( 1 ) of section 3 ; 


( ) " Delhi Special Policc Eylablishment" means the Delhi Special Police 
Establishment constituted under sub - section (1 ) of section 2 of the Delhi Special Police 
Establishment Act, 1946 ;

(e ) " prescribed" means prescribed by rules made under this Ordinance ; 


" Vigilance Commissioner" means a Vigilance Commissioner appointed under 
sub -scction (1 ) of section 4 . 


CHAPTER II 
THE CENTRAL VIGILANCE COMMISSION

the Official Gazettc , appoint in this behall, there shall be constituted a body lo be 
known as the Central Vigilance Commission to cxcrcise the powers conferred upon , and 
to perform the functions assigned to il under this Ordinance .

(6 ) who have held office or are holding office in a corporation established by or 
under any Central Act or a Government company owned or controlled by the Central 
Government and persons who have expertise and experience in financc including 
insurance and heaking , law , vigilance and investigations: 


Provided that, from amongst the Central Vigilance Commissionet and the 
Vigilance Commissioncts , not more than throc petsons shall belong to the category of 
persons referred to cither in clause (u ) or in clausc (b ). 


( 4) The Central Government shall appoint a Scorciary to the Commission on such 
lcrms and conditions as it doctns fit to cxctcisc such powers and discharge such duties 
as the Commission may by regulations specify in this bchall . 


( 5) The headquarters of the Commission shall be at New Delhi.

6 . ( 1) Subject lo the provisions of sub - section (3 ), the Central Vigilance Commissioner 
or any Vigilance Commissioner shall be removed from his office only by order of the 
President on the ground of proved misbehaviour aller the Supreme Court, on a rcferchce 
made to it by the President, has, on inquiry , reported that the Central Vigilance 
Commissioner of any Vigilance Commissioner, as the casc ,may be , ought on such 
ground be removed . 


( 2) The President may suspend from office the Central Vigilance Coininissioner or any 
Vigilance Commissioner in respect of whom a reference has been made to the Supreme 
Court under sub - section ( 1) until the President has passed orders on receipt of the report 
of the Supreme Court on such reference . 


( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub - section ( 1), the President may by order 
remove from office the Central Vigilance Commissioner or any Vigilance Commissioner 
if thc Central Vigilance Commissioner of such Vigilance Commissioner, as the case 
may be , - 


(a ) is adjudged an insolvent; or 


(b ) has been convicted of an offence which , in the opinion of the Central 
Government, involves moral turpitude; of 


(c) cngages during his term of office in any paid employment outside the duties 
of his office ; of 

( d ) is, in the opinion of the President, unfit to continue in office by reason of 
inſirnity of mind or body ; or 


(e ) has acquired such financial or other interest as is likely to affect prejudicially 
his functions as a Central Vigilance Commissioner or a Vigilance Commissioner,

(4 ) If the Central Vigilance Commissioner of any Vigilance Commissioner is or 
becomes in any way concerned or interested in any contract or Agreement made by or 
on behalf of the Govemment of India or participates in any way in the profit thereof or 
in any benefit of emolument arising therefrom otherwise than as a member and in 
common with the other members of an incorporated company, he shall, for the purposes 
of sub -section (1 ), be deemed to be guilty of misbehaviour.

CHAPTER ITI

Provided that till such time a potification is issuod under this clause , all offlocts 
of the said corporations, companies, socictics and local authorities shall be docmcd to 
be the persons referred to in clause (c) of sub- section (1). 


9 . (1) The proceedings of the Commission shall be conducted at its hcadquarters .

( 2 ) The Commission shall obscrve such rules of procedure in regard to the transaction 
of the business as may be provided by regulations. 


( 3) The Central Vigilance Commissioner, or, if for any reason he is unable lo attend 
my meeting of the Commission , the seniormost Vigilance Commissioner present at the 
meating , shall preside at the meeting . 


( 1) No act or proceeding of the Commission shall be invalid merely by reason of - 


(a) any vacancy in , or any defect in the constitution of, the Commission ; or 


(6 ) any defect in the appointment of a person acting as the Central Vigilance 
Commissioner or as a Vigilance Commissioncr ; or 


(c) any irregularity in the procedure of the Commission not affecting the merits of 
thc case . 


10 . (1 ) In the event of the occurrence of any vacancy in the office of the Central 
Vigilance Commissioner by reason of his death , resignation or otherwise , the President 
may , by porification , authoris one of the Vigilance Comínissioners to act as the Central 
Vigilance Commissioner until the appointment of a new Central Vigilance Commissioner 
to fill such vacancy.

CHAPTER IV

(2 ) In particular , and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing power, such 
rules may provide for all or any of the following matters, namely : 


(a ) the number of members of the staff and their conditions of service under 
section 7 ; 
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(b ) any other power of the civil court to be prescribed under clause ) of section 
11; and 


(c) any other matter which

thirty days which may be comprised in onc session or in two or more successive 
sessions, and iſ , before the expiry of the session immcdiatcly following the session or 
the successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agrec in making any modification in the 
notification or the rule or regulation , or both Houses agroc that the notification or the 
rule of regulation should not be made , the notification or the rule or regulation shall 
thereafter havc cffect only in such modified form or be of no cffcct, as the case may 
be ; so , however , that any such modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to 
the validity of anything previously donc under that notification or rulc or regulation . 


23. ( 1) If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this Ordinance, the 
Central Govcrunchi may , by order, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Ordinance , remove the difficulty :
